1 . UPON RECEIPT OF REFTEL A, I IMMEDIATELY GOT IN TOUCH WITH 
FONMIN PARK. FONMIN REAFFIRMED THAT AMBASSADOR KIM'S IN- 
STRUCTIONS WERE ESSENTIALLY AS SET FORTH REFTEL B. 

2. FONMIN EXPLAINED THAT DUE TO MAJOR OBJECTIONS RAISED IN 
LAST WEEK’S FOREIGN AFFAIRS COMMITTEE SESSIONS REGARDING 
KIM HAVING ANY REPEAT ANY CONTACT WITH JAWORSKI, KIM HAD 
BEEN INSTRUCTED NOT TO GO TO JAWORSKI’S OFFICE. SAME 
INSTRUCTIONS APPARENTLY APPLY TO SENATOR STEVENSON. HOWEVER, 
AFTER I EXPLAINED SITUATION AS SET FORTH REFTEL A TO FONMIN, 

FONMIN SAID THAT KIM IS AUTHORIZED TO SEE JAWORSKI AS WELL 

AS STEVENSON IF MEETINGS ARE ARRANGED THROUGH STATE AND 

PREFERABLY AT STATE DEPARTMENT. IDEAL SOLUTION FROM ROKG 

VIEWPOINT WOULD BE FOR STATE DEPARTMENT TO ARRANGE MEETING
